hereby, to declare His Majeſties Will and Pleaſure 
That in what place ſoever, any of his Forces with- 
KO 8 in this Kingdom ſhall paſs or remain, they ſhall 
SO JOIAL SOAR: duly pay their Quarters, at the uſual and agreed 
Rates ; and ſhall not, upon any pretence whatſoever, refuſe or avoid the 1ame. 
- And, to the end, that all Diſputes, upon this Account, may be avoided; We do 
Command all Officers, in their reſpe&ive Quarters, ſtrictly to charge and publiſh, 
that the Soldiers do not exceed their ordinary weekly Allowance ; and that no 
Inkeeper, Suttler,or other perſon,preſume to give them Credit tor more ; and that 
if any ſhall tranſgreſs herein, We ſhall not hold Our ſelves obliged to ſee them 
ſatisfied. And, We do likewiſe ſtrictly forbid, all Officers and Soldiers, to uſe 
any Violence, or reviling ADS, or threatning Words, to any perſon what- 
_— Thever; or, to giveany other offence, or juſt cauſe of Complaint. And, in caſe any 


of the faid Officers or Soldiery ſhall preſume to commit any ſpoil, or diforder,or utc 
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any violence, threatning or reviling words, or otherwiſe nusbehave themſeivea 
We do hereby require, all His Majeities loving Subjz&s, forthwith to make 
known the fame to their Superiour Officers, who are to cauſe Satisfaction to 
be made unmediately to the perſons injured. And if ſuch Officer to whom com- 
plaint is made, ſhall forbear or delay the cauſing due ſatisfaction to be given, as 
aforeiaid z the perſons to whom the wrong 1s done, are then to preſent their com- 
plaint to Us, that We may order ſpeedy Juſtice to be done them, by reparation 
of the injury. And, by cauſing the Otticers or Souldiers, ſo offending, to be forth- 
with Gaſhiered, and ſuch further puniſhments to be inflicted on them, as the na- 
cure and quality of their Offence thall deſerve. And, We do further Declare, that 
all Ofticers and Souldiers in their march, as well as in their Quarters, ſhall pay for 
whatever they have, and ſhall not demand, or exa&t Money for Quarters ; and 
that if any ſhall dare to do the contrary, they ſhall bz puniſhed by Cathier- 
ing, and loſs of their pay: It being His Majeſties Royal Intention and Command, 
thet all Cfacers and Souldiers, in His Service, behave themſelves orderly in all 
TLINES. 

a whereas we are given to underſtand, that ſeyeral Officers of the Army 
do frequently ablent themſelves from their reſpective Garrifons ; We do hereby 
{irictly Charge and Require all Officers to repair to their Quarters within ten 
days, there to reſide, and take care from time to time, that the Souldiers under 
their Command, do their reſpective Duties punctually, as well in the Diſcipline 
of War, as in their ſober and peaceable demeanor towards the reſt of their fellow 
Subjeas, His Maflties Liege People of this Kingdom; that all manner of Profane- 
neſs, and the effects of Idleneſs, Drinking, Whoring, Swearing, Curſing, and other 
Debaucheries may be avoided. 

And We do further Require and Command, that all Officers and Souldiers from 
time to time, be aiding and aſliſting to the Civil Magiſtrates, and Officers, in ap- 
prehending all Tories, Breakers of Houſes, Highway-Robbers, and other notorious 
MalefaQors, that have, or ſhall at any time diſturb the peace and quiet of 
any of His Majeſties Loyal Subjects. And to the end that none may plead ig- 
norance of thete our Commands and Declaration ; We do hereby ſtrictly charge 
and require the Officer commanding in Chief in every Garriſon, to publiſh them 
by Beat of Drum, to all the Souldiers drawn together. 

' And We do alto Command all Sherifts, Mayors, Juſtices of the Peace, and other 


Magiſtrates, to-take care to have theſe our Orders made known to all His Mayxe- 
ſties other Subjects ; it being our full and unalterable Reſolution, to provide, in 
all things, to the utmoſt of our power, for the mutual Amity and good Correſ- 
pondence of all his Majeſties Loving Subfcts whatever, whether Civil or Mili- 
tary within this Kingdom.
